Most of them are written during the 


session and are more in- the form of 
suggestions than of projected laws.'An 
inspiration may come to a member, he 
picks up a. pad or draws an envelope or 
scrap of paper from his pocket, notes 
down a few sentences and presents the 
"document" as a bill and it is duly 
filed. 


There ar about 40 such and none 


worth of mention, excepting to illus- 
trate to what trivial matters the mem- 
bers are devoting their time and the 
peoples' time.

Take the remains of a cold roast 
Suck, cut it into pieces and put them 
into a stewpan in which two ounces of 
butter have been melted.

Then 
dredge" in 'a tablespoonful of flour and 
mix thoroughly before adding three 
email onions, three sprigs of parsley, 
three cloves and two pints of thin 
gravy. 
"When it has simmered for a 
quarter of an hour add a pint of cooked 
green peas and stew gently for about a 
half hoar. 
Season with cayemne, salt 
and sugar, remove the duck, arrange it 
round the dish and place the peas in th» 
centre. 


FRICASSEED EGGS. 


Boil half a dozen eggs until they are 
very hiu'd and when cold slice them 
with a s.harp knife. Fry slices of stale 
bread to a nice brown in butter or 
drippings. 
Into a saucepan over the 
fire place a cupful of strong stock with 
a little melted butter and season with 
pepper, salt and a bit of omion. Let this 
come to a boil then dip the slices of egg 
in raw egg and bread crumbs or 
cracker dust and lay them carefully in 
the pan which should be removed to a 
part of the range where the heat is 
moderate. Be careful that the gravy 
does not boil for the eggs must not 
break. Let them stew for at least five 
minutes. Lay the slices of fried bread 
on a plate and on them place the egg 
slices with the gravy poured over the 
whole. 


Crumpets. 


Mis together three cupfuls of warm 


milk, half a cupful of yeast, a saltspoon- 
ful of salt and flour to make a good 
batter. Set to rise and when very light, 
beat in two tablespponfuls of melted 
butter, with a very little flour. Stir in 
also a saltspoonful of soda dissolved in 
hot water and pour the mixture into 
muffin rings or patty-pans and let it 
fcUnd a quarter of an hour before bak- 
ing. 


Union Cake, 


1 Mil together two-thirds of a cupful of 
butter, a cupful of milk, two cupfuls of 
sugar, three cupfuls of flour, four well- 
beaten eggs, a third of a teaspoonful of 
soda and two-thirds of a teaspoonful of 
cream tartar. 
Divide this into three 
equal parts and into one portion stir a 
cupful of seeded raisins, a quarter of a 
pound of citron and two-thirds of a cup- 
ful of currants. This cake should be 
baked in three pans of the same size 
and when done put*ici»g, flavored with 
lemon extract, between the layers and 
on the top and sides.

OMAHA KIDNAPING CASE 


Young Cudahy's Thrilling Story 


of His Adventure. 


YIELDED WITHOUT A BTEUGGLB. 


millionaire'* Sou Describe* Bow Be 


Wtt« Held l'i> by III* Abductor, nnd 
Told He "Wn» IVantcd For Robbing 
III* Aunt—Men Wanted to Capture 
Hl» SUter. 
This thrilling and true story of his 


experience) at the hands of his ab- 
ductors was told to a New York World 
reporter by Eddie Cudahy, the 13-year- 
old son of Edward A. Cudahy, the mil- 
lionaire pacKer ot Omaha: 


"It happened v.-Uilc I v.-as on my way 


home from Captain Rustlu's. It was 
about 8 o'clock. 1 should judge, and it 
had growu very dark. Just as I got in 
front of Ganeral Cowin's residence, 33:2 
South Thirty-seventh street, two doors 
from home, two men sprang iu front 
of me and thrust pistols in my face. 


"1 don't know where they came from. 


I did not see them until they stood 
within tares feet of me and had me 
covered with their revolvers. One of 
them said: 


" 'I am the sheriff of Sarpy county, 


and I want you. You are Eddie UcGee, 
and you have stolen $500 from your 
aunt. Come with me. Don't make any 
outcry, for it won't do any good.' 


"Well, I supposed It was simply a 


case of mistaken identity and that all 
would be cleared up in a few minutes, 
so I went with them without a strug- 
gle. At the corner of Thirty-seventh 
and Jackson streets they loaded me in- 
to an open buggy that was standing 
there, then climbed in themselves and 
made me sit between them on their 
knees. 
We drove away very slowly 


southward on Thirty-seventh street. 


"All this time I was talking to them, 


trying to convince them that they had 
the wrong person, that my name was 
not Eddie McGee and that I had not 
stolen $500 from my aunt But they 
paid no attention to me. When they 
deigned to make any reply at all, they 
merely grunted. It didn't occur to me 
to study their faces closely, but it per- 
haps wouldn't have done me much 
good, as their slouch hats were pulled 
down over their eyes, and their coa\ 
collars were turned up over their chins, 
and about all I could see was their 
noses. It was very dark, too, and the 
men kept their faces covered as much 
as possible. 


"As we got near the Leavenworth 


car line I saw a car coming toward us 
from the west. It was brilliantly light- 
ed, and as it slacked up at the crossing 
I caught a glimpse of the conductor 
and recognized him. 'There Is a man 
who knows cie!' I exclaimed. 'That 
conductor will Identify me. Call on 
him.' The men turned the horse west- 
ward on Leavenworth street and whip- 
ped him into a gallop. One held the 
reins and whip, while the other seized 
me roughly and tied a handkerchief 
over my eyes. Then of course I began 
to realize the tru# situation. I knew 
then that I had been kidnaped. 


"We continued to drive rapidly, It 


seemed to me, for the greater part of 
the night, and during all this time the 
men kept very quieL They seemed to 
have had every move planned in ad- 
vance, so they knew Just what to do 
and where to go. I could tell by the 
Jolting of the buggy that we were 
driving over rough, unpaved roads most 
of the time. Finally, however, when it 
seemed to me that it must be near 
morn'ng the vehicle struck paved 
streets again, and somehow I felt that 
we were in South Omaha. Indeed I 
caught two or three whiffs from the 
packing house district, and this made 
me feel sure that's where I was. 


"Finally the buggy came to a stand- 


still and one of the men got out and 
tied the horse while the other held me. 
Then they lifted me out, and one of 
them tied my hands behind me. The 
Other examined the bandage over my 
eyes to make sure it was secure. The 
neit move was to lead me up a flight 
of rickety steps and into a room that 
had a damp, musty smell. 


"I could tell by the way the men's 


footsteps 
resounded throughout 
the 


house that it was vacant and stripped 
of furniture. I observed also that they 
struck no light I would have been 
conscious of a sense of light had they 
made one, for the bandage could not 
have excluded its rays. The men sUll 
moved about In absolute silence. One 
of them found an old, rickety chair 
some place and pushed me down upon 
It Then he removed the cords from 
around my wrists and substituted for 
them a pair of handcuffs with chains 
attached and made the latter fast to 
the rungs of the chair. A pair of leg 
irons were clapped upon my ankles, 
and the chains of these were also lock- 
ed about the legs of the chair. 


"In this uncomfortable position I 


spent most of tHe next 24 hours. At 
one time, for a period of about five 
hours, I should judge, the chains from 
my wrists were removed, and I was 
permitted to lie down on the floor. One 
of my captors kindly provided an over- 
coat which served as a pillow. I tried 
to sleep, but I couldn't I think I fell 
Jnto a light doze, however, for 15 or 20 
minutes. During all of this time I got 
food only once, though the man who 
was with me often asked me if I want- 
ed anything. Once I said I did, and 
he went and g"t me a cup of coffee 
and some crackers. 


"I forgot to tell yon that as soon as 1 


was chained to the chair one of the 
men went away, but he kept returning 
at Intervals of every few minutes, 
when he would tap lightly upon the 
door and would engage my guardian In 
a whispered conversation. I couldn't 
catch a word of what they said After 
each one of these Interviews the roan 
on the outside would go away, and 
after • moment or §o I could bear the 
tbikle of a telephone bell, which sound- 
ed a long way off. I believe they were 
In telephonic communication with some 
person or ponoaa Iu Omaha all the 
time. 


"The man who kept watch over me 


was drinking heavily all the time. At 
first be didn't talk at aU, but after we 
bad beta aloiia together six or seven 
hoars b« begat to get garrulous. Ha 
talked about all mrta of thing*, and 
hia talk rambled, though whetbcr from 
drink Or.fijJt i couldn't say. Finally ha 


directly about iny abduction, and 


I gathered from his remarks that there 
TTure six uieu In the gang of which ho 
wan u member. 
He said one thing 


which was very much to the point and 
which startled me. 
41 'Do you know,' he asked, 'that we 


have beeu watching that house of 
yeurs out there for the last two 
months? 
Well, we have. 
What we 


really wanted was to get one of the 
little girls—your sisters—-but we didn't 
got a chance. You've acted iirst class, 
my boy. 
You'll be back with your 


folks tu a few hours.' 


"The only way I had of reckoning 


time was by the sense of light and 
darkness. I knew when Wednesday 
night (Dee. 19) came, because it got 
very dark in the room. It was nearly 
midnight I should judge, when there 
cause that light tap at the door. There 
was another whispered conversation, 
and then one of the men told me 1 
was to be taken back home. I never 
knew such a seube of joy in my life. The 
two men tightened the bandage over 
my eyes and unlocked my irons; then 
I was led down the rickety staircase1 
ogain and placed in the same buggy 
I had rlddeu to the place in. The 
buggy curned a sharp corner and drove 
sloyly away, not fast 


"Again we rode over rough, unpaved 


streets. The buggy kept making turns, 
first in one direction and then in an- 
other. Finally we stopped. The chains 
were taken oil, the bandage was re- 
moved from my eyes, and I was told to 
•git!' 


"At first I was so dazed I didn't 


know where I was. While I was stand- 
Ing still In the middle of the street 
looking about me and trying to get 
my bearings—for It was pitch dark— 
the driver hit the horse a sharp lick 
with the whip, and the buggy dashed 
out of sight I ventured one glance at 
it as it rounded a corner, but was able 
to see only that the two men were still 
in the single seat. Then I saw that I 
was but a few blocks from home. They 
had set me down at Thirty-sixth and 
Leavenworth streets. 


"I believe I would be able to identify 


the man who was with me in the room 
BO long by his voice, if by nothing else. 
He had a peculiar voice, and I will 
never forget it 1 thiak I could also 
Identify the stairs to the old empty 
house. Of course I didn't see them, 
but they were badly worn and creaked 
in such a funny way that if I ever 
walked up them again I know I'd 
recognise them in a minute."

Universal Time Finn May Be Adopt.

cfi In tlie New Epoch. 


One of the most important changes 


that may be brought about in the com- 
ing century is the proposed new meth- 
od of timekeeping, by which noon at 
Greenwich will be 12 o'clock the world 
over. At present each day is spread 
over 48 (and in some, instances 55) 
hours in different places, says the 
Washington Times. 
.With the new 


system it will have Its beginning and 
end within 24 hours all over the globe. 
The hour on our watches and clocks, 
too, will be run from 1 to 24. It would 
seem odd for awhile to order theater 
carriages at half past 22 in place of 


. half past 10.

The axing of a universal prime merid- 


ian will do away with the ambiguity 
which, as railways and telegraphs be- 
come multiplied, leads to such confus- 
ing complications in social and 
com- 


mercial affairs, to errors in chronology, 
to litigation In connection with succes- 
sion to property, insurance matters, 
contracts, etc. 
The present variations 


of time are readily demonstrated by 
selecting points in four regions about 
5)0 degrees apart—for instance, Japan, 
Arabia, Newfoundland and 
Al&ska. 


1 Sunday at midnight In Japan is noon 


I In Newfoundland and on two distinct 
1 days—namely, Sunday and Monday. 


To esplain this apparently contradic- 


tory statement note that Arabia being 
west of Japan, it would be 6 p. m. Sun- 
day, while in Alaska, being east of Ja- 
pan, It would be 6 a. m. Monday. At C 
p. m. Sunday in Arabia it must be Sun- 
day noon in Newfoundland, and at 6 a 
m. Monday noon in Alaska it must be 
Monday 80 degrees farther east—that 
is, in Newfoundland also. Thus It will 
be seen by tracing time both east and 
west from a given point to Its antip- 
odes the clock on the one hand becomes 
12 hours slower and on the other hand 
12 hours faster. As, therefore, it fol- 
lows, as already stated, just when It Is 
midnight Sunday in Japan, at precisely 
that same <» oment it is noon at New- 
foundland on two distinct days—name- 
ly ?

asked for one, and at Dayton, O., a pe- 
tition with 'over 1000 signatures of peo- 
ple who favor curfew, legislation has 
been presented to the city council. An 
attempt to pass a curfew law failed at 
Springfield, O.. some time ago, but the 
effort ie to be renewed.—Springfield Re- 
publican.

17-years old boy at Kalaraazoo, Mich,, 
and one of a young woman of 18 years 
at'Pueblo, Col. Only the case of the 
boy resembles the Cudahy affair. The 
motive in his case could have been none 
but to secure a ransom. The young 
•woman was poor and was taken from 
her home in a lonely spot, probably by 
•ome lustful desperado. The boy was 


• allowed to return because a great 
Storm interfered with the plans of his 
captors, but the young woman ia still 
alwnt thp last trace of her havlntr 
been found on the banks of the Arkansas 
river. She is supposed to have been 
murdered.

Omaha kidnappers has proved a strong 
temptation to lawless men, but it is 
Juirdly fair to be severe on Mr. Cudahy. 
The brother of Charlie Rosa, the vic- 
tim of the most celebrated American 
caae of kidnapping, has taken the lead 
in cenauring the Omaha millionaire. 
The newspapers generally have follow- 
ed him. Their argument In that in the 
paying of the ransom, Mr. Cudahy set 
a premium upon th« crime. There IB 
•ome truth 
in thla, but who will aay 


that Mr. Cudahy wan called upon to 
Offer up his son to torture and death 
and to wreck his family by refusing to 
pay a laiiHi^in that l.e could v.c-1! of- 
ford to par? The boy wa* 
lt> 
the 


hands of mercilcM bandit*, the officer* 
ot tb« tew war* powtrltw to locate and 


rescue him and the payment of money 
was the only mean*) of the boy's salva- 
tion. Mr. Cudahy paid the money, as 
any humane and dispairing parent 
would do under ull the circumstances. 
Mr. Cudahy should not be condemned.

MONUMENTTO JENNIE WADE 


Story of Only 'Woman Killed at the 


Battle of Gettyabnrir. 


The Woman's Relief corps of the 


state of Iowa has decided to erect a 
monument at Gettysburg in honor o£ 
Jennie Wade, the woman who waa 
Bhot during tbe battle of Gettysburg 
•while baking bread for sick Union sol- 
diers, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
The monument will probably be erect- 
ed in the spring and will be dedicated 
on July 3, 1901. the thirty-eighth anni- 
versary of the battle. 


Jennie Wade was tbe only woman 


killed during the battle of Gettysburg. 
The first and second days of the bat- 
tle Miss Wade spent in carrying wnter 
to tbe soldiers on the firing line and 
In helping to take care of the sick and 
wounded. 
Early in the morning of 


July 3, 1803, she was astir, getting 
In wood to heat the old fashioned 
brick oven to bake bread for the sol- 
diers. While thug employed she was 
called to the door and had started to 
go when a bullet from tbe gun of a 
Confederate soldier crashed through 
the kitchen door, passing through the 
heart of the girl and killing her almost 
Instantly. 
] 


She was buried the evening after the 


battle by the soldiers she so ably as- 
sisted during the fight in a coffin pre- 
pared for a Confederate 'Colonel who 
bad been killed during the battle. 
Every year on Memorial day her grave 
Is decorated with flowers, and a little 
American flog la placed over it by her 
friends and by members of the G. A. 
R. post lu Gettysburg.

'CUSTER MASSACRE STORY. 


Pine Ilidac Indiana Said to Have 


Water Color Palntinxs of Buttle.

For 
many rears after the wiping ont of 
General Caster and his three compa- 
nies not an Indian could be found who 
would admit baring taken part in tho 
battle. As no white man survived it 
was with tha greatest difficulty that 
the facts leading up to the battle were

strewn over tbe plains details of tbe 
fight were gathered sufficient to show 
the desperate resistance of the trooperg 
and snow that the soldiers were out- 
numbered prfelJairiy five to one.

Brute Will Represent the LoaU- 
iaan Percliaie In 1803

Special Pliyatcian and Keeper AVUi 
Look After tbe Animal. 
Mammoth, tbe huge steer now at the 


Kansas City stockyards, is to be a 
prominent ligure at the World's fair to 
be held in St Louis in 1903. 


Of course Mammoth would be a 


prominent figure anywhere. lie is 7 
feet 1 inch ia height, measures 9 feet in 
length and weighs about 3,000 pounds. 
Ami Mammoth is but a b;iby, being on- 
ly 2 years of age. The baby Is a tine, 
healthy product, however, aud in three 
years he is expected to weigh at least 
C,000 pounds—that is, he will if the doc- 
tor takes good care of his health, and 
Mammoth is to have a special physi- 
cian—a veterinary, of course. Then ho 
will have several acres on which to 
graze all by himself, and that combi- 
nation should help him some. 


L. A. Allen, a prominent live stock 


commission rnan at the stockyards, is 
responsible for the agitation concern- 
ing this elephantine brute. Mr. Allen 
proposes to introduce a unique feature 
at the fair. His scheme is to purchase 
Mammoth and place him on exhibition 
alongside of the smallest steer bred in 
the original Louisiana tract. The two 
steers will thus represent the growth 
and development of the Louisiana pur- 
chase since tiie time of Jefferson. The 
small steer will be emblematic of the 
territory as it was when Napoleon dis- 
posed of it In 1803. The large animal 
will represent tbe wonderful strides of 
the nineteenth century. 


Both animals are fitting representa- 


tives of the Louisiana territory, as both 
were bred there. The smaller of the 
two, 
who might kick at being shown 


up as a back number if be had any say 
as to tbe cast of the allegory, is scarce- 
ly four feet high. He is a cousin to the 
famous Wing, that weighed over 4,000 
pounds at 8 years of age. An organiz- 
ed movement is already on foot for this 
display three years from now. Mr. Al- 
len stated to a reporter for the Kansas 
City Times the other night that a syn- 
dicate would be formed to buy the 
mammoth steer. The capital stock of 
the company will be $2,000, each share 
valued at $100. A number of stockmen 
have already signified their willingness 
to take an interest in the affair. 


All the plans have not bt-en perfect- 


ed, but after the ground where the ani- 
mal will graze has been purchased a 
comfortable shed will be built and a 
keeper and veterinary surgeon engag- 
ed. Mammoth's partner will be select- 
ed from among the small steers that 
still exist in the state of Louisiana, the 
same breed that was there when Jeffer- 
son purchased the territory. JlMnmoth 
himself Is said to have been developed 
from'the same type.

Is said to have been the first to culti- 
vate the big branch from which Mam~ 
moth came. Tbp animal was raised by 
A. A. Crandall of Little River, Kan.

boasting of their part in the awful 
butchery for years. Now it begins to 
look as if the minute details were 
about to bs given to the world through 
Frank Gourard, the veteran scout, In- 
dian fighter and pioneer plainsman. 
Gourard receives his Information from 
Indian sources. 


It Is fitting that the government 


should learn the real story of the battle 
through 
Frank Gourard. 
The old 


plainsman was scouting for Ouster nt 
that time and but for an accident 
•would have been with the forces In- 
stead of Reno's at the time of the fight 
Secretary of War MeiUlejohn recently 
hud a long talk with Gourard at Oma- 
ha on the subject of incorporating his 
story in the government history of the 
Custer affair. Gourard had Just re-- 
turned from Pine Ridge agency, where 
he bad discussed the Custer battle 
with many of the survivors. 


The Indians have known Gourard so 


long that they trust him. 
Gourard 


contributed materially to the story he 
had to tell the secretary of war by nar- 
rating the experience he had a few 
wks ngo on the r<>sorvptlon ot Pine 
Ridge. He met an Indian who had 50 
•water colors of the famous ficht, In- 
dian characters that could not be dupli- 
cated. The Indian who exhibited them 
to Gourard said they had long been ID 
possession of the Pine Ridge Indiana, 
end no white man had ever seen them 
before. It waa a picture story of the 
battle, showing Ouster through all his 
desperate charging, the final struggle 
of a handful of troopers and the clliuax 
of the general blowing out his own 
brains rather than submit to capture 
and torture. 


Secretary Melklejohn bas written to 


the war department suggesting that 
Dr. McGIllicuddy, the former Pine 
Ridge Indian agent and the person belt 
fitted to approach the Indians on tucb 
a subject, be commissioned to make an 
effort to Induce tbe Indian to permit 
the department to copy thla picture 
Htory of tho fight that It may be incor- 
porated in the government history. 


Canadian Captnin Sny« Ooaje'« En- 


durance Waa S«rpri«in{j. 


Captain R. K. Barker of Toronto, 


who commanded the Second battalion 
of the Itoyal Canadian regiment at the 
surrender of General Cronje, was a 
guest of friends in New York recently. 
Captain Barker's Canadians were the 
first British troops to enter the laager 
In which Cronje made his gallant re- 
sistance against overwhelming odds. 
Captain Barker said to a New York 
World reporter: 


"The splendid fighting qualities 01 


the Boers cannot be too highly com- 
mended. How Cronje's army held out 
against such superior odds so long is 
a story that has few equals in military 
history. 
We, his foes, were shocked 


by the evidence of the desperate re- 
sistance he had made when we got in- 
side bis intreuehments. 
Dead were 


piled high on the ground, and the con- 
ditions were so dreadful that it is won- 
derful the survivors had the hardihood 
to continue the fight. 


"There is just owe thing tbe Boers 


cannot stand. British infantry, with 
fixed bayonets, can rout them as often 
as they can come to close quarters. All 
the fighting since the surrender at 
Bloemfoutein, two weeks after Cronje 
surrendered, has been of a guerrilla 
nature." 


Will Erect Monument to Garibaldi.

cago have chosen the plans and model 
for the coounment to be erccied to the 
memory of Garibaldi in Chicago.

gnor Victor Uherardj, tbe New York 
sculptor, is now at work on the monu- 
ment, says the New York Times. It 
will consist of a bronze statue of Gen- 
eral Garibaldi, mounted on a granite 
pedestal. 
The base will be about 


12 feet and the statre 0 feet high. The 
monument is to stand in Lincoln park 
and will be sent to Chicago June 1, 
1901, though it will not be unveiled 
until Sept 2.

Experienced men 
who are in close touch with the mar- 
ket aver that coarse cotton Koods mtuu 
u3acturing is over-done in this coun, 
try by at least 23 per cent. It is af- 
fecting prices materially, and has had 
the tendency) to keep them down for 
several months. 
New mills that are 


to be built must 
therefore be con. 


structed with the intention of making 
fine goods. Brokers who say that an 
oyer-productioa Of coarse fabrics has 
long etxisted claim that 
ther.e is a 


broad field for goods mads to compete 
with those being imported from Eng- 
land, France ard Germany. The tariff 
protects th/2 iibor cost on the goods 
to a great extent, and tnis has made 
it possible for such mills as the King 
Phillip, 
Berkshire, 
Ponemah 
and 


Grhineil to launch out into finer ex- 
perimental operations than they could 
havfi done und^r former conditions. It 
has also stimulated the enlargement 
of plants in Fall River, North Adams, 
Now Bedford and in other 
Massa- 


chusetts cities, until the proportion ofi 
fine goods made in that state Is much 
larger than K was five or six years 
ago. It is tne ambition of all fin 
goods manufacturers to get specialties 
convertible by the mills, directly to the 
jobber, and for the bleaching and fin- 
ishing -ef whU'h the mills arc respon- 
sible. Brokers who are supposed to 
ha-ndle only p-ints an-d odds are con- 
stantly increasing the business of plac. 
ing orders in fine goods mills, w'hich 
tells quite plainly of the increased de. 
mand for the finer fabrics. The fact 
that all this means much more labor 
and a great doal more skill asid care 
than is expected from the managers of 
print cloth mills is ali taken into con- 
sideration.

Mr. Eugene Langen IB not a poor In- 


ventor on the brink of a fortune be- 
cause his invention has proved a suc- 
cess, writes D. Allen Whitney in Alns- 
lee's Magazine for January. Ue was a 
sugar maunfacturer, and he decided 
several years ago to connect his sugar 
works in the valley of the Wupper riv- 
er with the great industrial centers of 
Barmen and Elberfeld, in Germany. 
He began with the puroose of building 
an electric surface road. But the coun- 
try is so uneven that he found tbe cost 
would be enormous. 
Besides, every- 


body objected to the building of such a 
road on account of the danger at grade 
crossings. 


"If we cannot run cars up and down 


the hills," said the sugar maker after a 
prolonged spell of thinking, "why not 
try to run cars above them?" 


After two years of experiments and 


consultations with electrical engineers 
he decided to try the plan which has 
resulted In the system now in practical 
operation. Unhappily Mr. Langen died 
before his Invention got beyond the ex- 
perimental stage. But his ideas were 
carried to success by the engineering 
firms that had been building under his 
instruction. The road is a trifle over 
eight miles In length. Along five miles 
the line lies above the Wupper river. 
The remaining three miles follow the 
country road to Vohwinkel. Tbe com- 
pany thus economized on the heavy ex- 
pense that usually confronts the rail- 
road builder when he has to buy up 
private land.

.VALUE OF BRAZOS WATER. 


iBteFecttn* Reinlti of a T««« Paim- 


er'» Experiment ID FertllUlfte. 
R. T. Flower, a farmer who has 


grown cotton for 35 years, made the 
following statement regarding the val- 
ue of Brazos water for Irrigation and 
fertilization, writes the Waco (Tex.) 
correspondent of tbe Galveston Dally 
News: 


"1 selected two acres of rich valley 


land capable of producing a bale of cot- 
ton to the acre. Both acres were treat- 
ed alike as to preparation on the soil, 
planting and in all other respects. Tbe 
same men cultivated the cotton on 
those two acres, plowing and hoeing 
right through without discrimination,, 
The seed selected was first class, and 
the two acres were planted the same 
day. One acre I watered from the Bra- 
zos river, and the other took Its 
chances of rain and drought. On the 
Irrigated acre I made 1,123 pounds of 
ginned cotton, and on the other I made 
DSO pounds. 
The water was taken 


from the Brazos river with a pump 
driven by a second hand six horsepow- 
er sf cam .engine. The water was pump- 
ed from the Brazos river straight to the 
cotton patch, as I have no storage 
tank. 


"During the present year the water 


of the Brazos river has been charged 
with silt three-fourths of the time, each 
bucket of water containing several 
ounces of solids, the chemical parts of 
which I am unable to give. I turned 
the water on the irrigated acres once 
in June, three times in July and twice 
In August. In September 1 applied the 
water only once. Each time I turned it 
on 1 gave the ground a thorough soak- 
ing. Of course I made mistakes. I am 
Inexperienced in the science of irriga-, 
tion. A neighbor of mine who made 
observations during the course of my| 
experiment came to the conclusion, as I 
did, that Brazos river water while an- 
swering the i«:rpose admirably of irri- 
gation ^is a better restorative than any 
other fertilizer. The well known fact 
that bottom lands subject to overflow! 
never wear out demonstrates that prop- 
osition. 
In the Brazos valley below 


Waco the floods of this year deposited 
six Inches of silt on tho soil and in-! 
creased land values largely. When li 
stnnd on the bank of the Brazos and 
watch the highly colored water flowing, 
past me toward the sea, I feel that a 
prodigious waste is in progress. I am 
sure that it would more than double 
the products of Texas farm yield to the. 
intelligent tiller of the soil." 


The fact that all women suffer during

Oregon and California Apple* Flood 


tbe Brutal) Market*. 


The Evangeliue, tbe new fruit boat 


belonging to the Furness line, recently 
brought thousands of barrels of Cana- 
dian apples to London, ^ang they were 
all in splendid condition/ 'The striped 
Gravcnsteins and the crimson cheeked 
Baldwins looked as fresh as when they 
were pulled from the trees In the An- 
napolis valley. 


The successful importation of fruit 


from Canada is due, the'manager ex- 
plained to a London Daily. Mail repre- 
sentative, to rapid transit and to stor-, 
age between decks ventilated by natu-i 
ral means, not by electric fans. With 
a carrying capacity of over 30,000 bar- 
rels, or 90,000 bushels, of apples alone 
the Evangeline will largely increase 
the supplies of the United Kingdom. 
The fruit she brought made the highest 
prices that have been reached this sea- 
son, and therefore fruit -shippers on the 
other side will be encouraged to exporti 
as much good fruit as they possibly 
can. 


Fruit from the vast orchards of Ore- 


gon and California has also flooded 
London and the large provincial towns. 
Tho Imports for this season have so far 
been phenomenal alike in quality and 
quantity. Mr. Garcia of a London firm 
of apple merchants said that the im- 
mense crop of California and Oregon 
apples will be of great advantage to 
consumers, who will be able to pur-, 
cbase fine fruit at moderate prices.! 
California Newtown pippins, he said, 
are coming in extraordinary abun- 
dance, and the public will be able to 
buy them at 3d. or 4d. per pound. In

"Within a short time you ire going to 


see bowline balls take a big jump In 
price," said one of Indianap-olis' alley 
owners recently to a reporter cf the In- 
dianapolis Press. "The only -wood suit- 
able for bowling balls Is Hgii urn vitas," 
he continued, "and the game has in- 
creased In popularity BO rapidly in the 
last few years that the supply of the 
wood that ig easily available is just 
about exhausted. Either Dew lignum 
vita forests must be diitovered or 
Bome better method of jetting the 
wood to market must be foi»d. - 


"The best lignum vitse In tfce -world is 


in Venezuela, but one musteo miles in- 
to the interior before the wood is found. 
The wood Is so heavy tlft-t the tree 
trunks must be sawed in sbort pieces, 
about three feet in length. Tlese pieces 
are then strapped to pad mules and 
carried in this way to the coast. Of 
course in those places nearer the coast 
or where the wood Is morte accessible 
larger logs can be handle!.. 
Another 


danger is in shipping the wood. Sam 
Karpf, the bowling authottty, told me 
the other day that vessels to not like to 
take lignum vita* as eveu a part of 
their cargo. When a ship Loaded -with 
the wood gets to rocking or pitching in 
a heavy sea, there is danger ot the s'kip 
sinking. 
Tbe record of ILgnum vitas 


cargoes that have been, lost in thia 
manner IB worse than the record of any 
other sort of freight. 


"The lignum vvUe that Is the most 


•asily reached now is that of Africa. 
African lignum vitse is je Hover than 
any other kind. I use an i-frlcan -wood 
ball. The wood checks badly, and for 
that reason tbe wood turners dislike to 
handle it, aa there is da»ger of the 
turning lathe getting cauifct in one of 
the checks and breaking the hall to 
pieces. Tbe African ball sfrlls for §3.50, 
50 cents less than that »f the other 
| grades of the wood. I believe the Afri- 


can wood is harder, if anything, than 


1 any other, and a ball male of tbe Af- 


rican wood will not become lopsided so 
soon as one made of other wood. 


"The Dutch Eaet Indies yield a good 


quality of lignum vitas, tra* such heavy 
demands have been made on the forests 
there that the wood is "jetting scarce. 


I The big trees are all far l»land. Santo 
' Domingo vitse is more blatsh tlian the 


i East Indiaa kind and is al so more brit- 


tle. 


"It is Impossible to keep a bowling 


ball from getting lopsided. The cause 
of this lies in the finger loles. When 
balls had no finger holes, the bowler 
never threw a ball twice in succession 
the same way. Now a bowler holds the 
ball the same way ever} <hne, and the 
same part of the ball sttkes the alley 
first every time. As tie ball usually 
glides for a few feet before taking a 
rotary motion, the ba.ll is gradually 
flattened on one side. 


"A fellow came here the other day 


and said: 'Why must sucl heavy balls 
be used in bowling? Why can't some 
other kind of -wood be ns-ed?" I have a 
bowling ball made of mahogany here, 
and 1^ handed it to him. Et felt as light 
as paper after he bad been handling 
one of tbe regular balls. I told him that 
if he would bowl a scor-e of 100 with 
the mahogany ball I would make him 
a present of the finest t>-all that could 
be bought. You can't bowl \vith a light 
ball. That's why I think one can make 
better scores vith the African wood 
ball. It is heavier.

Renewed Intercut Excited by Ar- 
rival of Herriues From Salt 'Water. 


Tor a number of years the fisheries 


of Lake Ontario, formerly a considera- 
ble source of revenue to the residents 
of seven New York counties—Osweso, 
Niagara, Monroe, Wayne, Orleans, Jef- 
ferson and Cayuga—have been declin- 
ing, says the New York Sun. Between 
18SG and 1889 the legislature passed 
many laws to stop commercial fishing 
In the counties bordering upon the lake 
excepting that done with hook and line. 
The decline In the fisheries of this lake 
Is generally attributed to this legisla- [ 
tion. 
I 


Tbe recent revival of interest in tbe 


Ontario lake fisbing is due to an un- 
precedented appearance of sea ber- 
rings. A colony from the Atlantic ocean 
or tbe gulf of St. Lawrence seems to 
bave taken up tbeir abode in tbe lake. 
Their appearance hundreds of miles 
from salt water is believed to be due to 
tbe deepening of tbe canals connecting 
tbe lakes with the sea. Samples of tbe 
berrings have been secured by tbe gov- 
ernment for examination. 


At the time of tbe last official compu- 


tation tbe total annual catch in Lake 
Ontario was to the amount of 3,000.000 
pounds, of which herrings and white- 
fish, caught chiefly by Niagara county 
fishermen, comprised 2,000,000 pounds, 
pike and 'pickerel 200,000 and perch 
95,000. The other fishes taken from 
tbe lake were sturgeon in considerable 
amount, bass, trout and other species. 
Tbe most valuable are tbe whitefisb, 
though these are few In number, and 
the cheapest in value, though tbe most 
abundant in amount, are the herrings 
recently so largely increased. 


The importance of the lake fisheries 


Is shown by the fact that by tbe figures 
of the last census more than 98 per 
cent of tbe total number of fishermen 
engaged on Lake Ontario were of 
American nationality and less than 2 
per cent of Canadian or of Scotch or 
English birth. • A further item of reve- 
nue to New' York counties from the 
Lake Ontario fisheries is in the prepa- 
ration of the catch. In commercial di- 
vision the Ontario catch is divided into 
three groups—fish sold fresh, a method 
requiring no additional force; fish pack- 
ed in ice and so shipped to other places 
and pickled fish, Niagara being tbe 
chief New York county in which the 
pickling is done.
